prisoner, A. L; Sonnenshein, who fur- 
nished the first authentic account of 
the experience of Lieut. James C. Gill- 
more of the United States gunboat 
Torktown, who, with a party of the 
Torktowh, was captured by the insur- 
gents near Baler, oa the east coast of 
Luzon, last April, while making an ex- 
amination of the mouth of the river in 
an armed boat. 


According to Mr. Sonnenshein, when 


Lieut. Gillmore's launch entered the 
river, from Baler harbor, under cover 
of Ensign W. H. Standley's gun, the 
landing was received "with three vol- 
leys. ' Two of the 
Americans 
were 


killed and 
two mortally wounded. 


Every man was hit, Lieut. Gillmore re- 
ceiving a flesh wound in the leg. As 
his feet stuck -fast in the mud, it was 


"choice between surrender and being 


slaughtered.

Lieut. GiHmore asked the terms of 


release. The insurgents proposed that 
lie should procure the delivery to them 
of the arms and munitions of the Span- 
ish garrisons, undertaking, if this were 
accomplished, to send the Spaniards 
and Americans to the Yorktown.

'. sailor of Lieut. Gillmore's party) car- 
•.ried this proposition -^to the garrison. 
The Spanish commandant replied that 
it was an insult to Spanish arms, and 
expelled the sailor, a Spanish soldier 
firing upon him as he went.

. hand and foot and taken to San Isidro, 


•where 'Gen: Luna ordered their execu- 
tion. They'" were, marched to the plaza 
and in the presence of a great crowd 
were aligned to be executed. Lieut. 
Gillmore said: "As an American- offi- 
cer and gentleman I protest against 
'being shot with my hands tied."

Aguinaldo interfered and prevented 


the' execution. 
When Gen. Law ton 


approached .San Isidro last June the 
'Americans 
were 
removed to Abra, 


where they were kept confined in cells 
for two months. ' Subsequently they 
were allowed greater liberty, but the 
report that Lieut. Gillmore was given 
a house and servant is untrue. He had 
the same quarters as the men, and the 
Americans were g'ven the same allow- 
ance as the Spanish prisoners — 5 cents 
a day with which to buy rice and ba- 
nanas, virtually the only rations.

bong. (or Bayamban),

to 


sweep the country on both sides of the 
Manila-Dagupan railroad.

"All well here. Cronje has gone with

bardment' and sniping continue, with 
very small results. .The enemy's sen- 
tries drew us'out Saturday by making 
a shdw of going- away and leaving a 
l>ig gun apparently in a state of being 
dismantled.

The city now pays three policemen: 


maintains a city lockup that is supplied 
with a telephone; and keeps a,horse and 
buggy for the use of the officers. 
No 


expense will ,'be added if the lockup is 
designated as police headquarters; the 
horse and buggy kept there; and an 
.officer" stationed there in readiness to 
answer the calls of citizens. 


The city now pays an electrician, and 


has the use of every pole in the city for 
fire alarm and police wires. Half a 
dozen call boxes can be put up in the 
business section, with the 
necessary 


wires, etc., at an expense of two or three 
hundred dollars for construction, and no 
additional expense for maintenance.

Frere Camp, Deo. 1.—The'Boers are 


BOW reported as having been 10,000 
strong round the Mooi river. 
They 


.vacated their position on Friday night, 
halt going east and the others west, 
where they had previously formed a 
large camp! An armored train with a 
company of infantry and trucks with 
railway supplies and platelayers went 
out on Saturday and found six sections 
of rails torn up a mile north of High- 
lands station. They repaired the rails 
and telegraph connection was resumed 
on Sunday. The.line is now open to 
Frere, twelve miles north of Estcourt. 
It is hoped I.adysmith will soon be re- 
lieved. The British loss on Thursday 
at Beacon Hill, near Estcourt, is stated 
to have been fifteen killed and seventy- 
one wounded. The Boer loss is un- 
known, but must have been severe. 


Signing of Sainoan Treaty.

viding for the partition of Samoa will 
be signed at the state department to- 
day or Saturday, the signatory powers 
being represented by Secretary Hay, 
Lord Pauncefote and Dr. von Holleben.

blue waistcoat and blue trousers, is 
prescribed for all persons not other- 
wise entitled to. wear uniforms who 
attend court ceremonies. The Russian 
circular explicitly states that the new 
regulations.apply .ta all distinguished 
foreigners and accredited representa- 
tives in Russia of such countries as 
have not adopted for their diplomatic 
officers specific uniforms or costumes. 
It is stated by those in a position to 
Icnow that similar measures are likely 
to be taken at the court of Berlin, Co- 
penhagen,. The Hague .and Brussels. 
It is well .known that the.plain black 
evening dress worn by official repre- 
"sentatives of the United1 Sta'tes is not 
recognized . at St. Petersburg as suit- 
able for occasions of ceremony, and is 
looked upon by the court chamberlains 
very much : as; those assembled at • a 
dinner party in New York would re- 
gard a guest attired in tweed and\ 
knickerbockers. 
During an informal 


exchange of views, which preceded the

tional. As far as I have been ;able to 
learn everybody else had substantially 
the same experience; differing only in 
degree. ' Of course, there was'an imr 
mense amount of sickness .among the 
troops,, occasioned by bad water, em- 
balmed beef,' and other causes that 
could not be definitely traced, but I 
am speaking of the ordinary exposure 
and hardships incident to' any cam- 
paign. Why they should be so harm- 
less outside.of town and so deadly .in- 
side corporate limits is a great mys- 
tery. It is one of the things, as Lord 
Dundreary observes, that-., no 
fellow
